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(54) SIMPLY REPLACEABLE MAT FOR TOILET 

(57) Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To provide a simply 
replaceable mat for toilet which is easily laid directly 
on the floor behind a toilet stool, or easily laid on 
the carpeting for toilet, having an excellent absorbency 
of the urine, and capable of informing users of the 
replacement timing of the mat by the color change in the 
wet part when wet with urine. 

SOLUTION: In the simply replaceable mat for toilet 
composed of a water non-permeable sheet, urine 
absorptive members, and a transparent or 
semitransparent urine permeable sheet, a design pattern 
is provided on the surface of the transparent or 
semitransparent urine permeable sheet which comes in 
contact with the urine absorptive member, with printing 
ink which as the main component contains a water 
soluble dyestuff, a water absorptive filling agent, 
binder resin and a hydrophobic organic solvent. The wet 
with urine is detected and users are informed of it in 
this simply replaceable mat for toilet 
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
